MARIETTA, O. UP — The threat 
of serious damage from the rain- 
swollen Ohio River appeared to be 
diminishing downstream today as 
the flood crest passed this city 
and headed toward Parkersburg, 
W. Va.

Cancer Analysis 


Finds Little Evidence 


Of Heredity Influence 
w 
NEW YORK UP — The fear that 
cancer runs in families is not borne 
out in a study reported today at 
the annual meeting of the Ameri­ 
can Cancer Society. 
This analysis finds little evidence 
that you inherit much chance of 
getting cancer. 
The study was made by Dr. Doug­ 
las P. Murphy and associates un­ 
der auspices of the Gynecean Hos­ 
pital Institute of Gynecologic Re­ 
search, University of Pennsylvan­ 
ia School of Medicine, aided by j 
grants from 
the Commonwealth, 
Fund. 
They studied nearly 10,000 fe- j 
male relatives of women who had I 
cancer and others who did not. The j 
cancer patients had either can cer; 
of the breast or uterus, the two 
most common sites of female can­ 
cer. 
They did not find that cancer, 
in any sites in general, occurred j 
w ith any unusual frequency in rel- j 
atives of women who had cancer j 
of the breast or uterus. 
The relatives of women who had j 
breast cancer didn’t have more j 
breast cancer than relatives of j 
women free of that kind of can­ 
cer. 
They did find some statistical ( 
evidence, not strong, that cancer j 
of the uterus might be more com-1 
mon among relatives of women 
with uterine cancer.
